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Elba's Guard unit in jeopardy

The Elba National Guard unit 
with 91 members is on the list of Al 
abama units destined to be climinat- 
ed by the Department of Army's re- 
duction of forces, 

Also on the hit list in this area are 
units in New Brockton, six detach- 
ments with 18 members; Ariton, 
with 70 members; Daleville, with 59 
members; Headland, four detach- 
ments with twelve members; Troy 
with 50 members and Slocomb with 
137 members, 

The list was made public this 
week, however people closely asso- 
ciated with the National Guard were 
already reporting the prospects of 
Elba being one of those targeted. 

Federal officials have said there 
will be no replacement units to fill 
any national guard armory being va 
cated by the units on the hit list. 

If Congress gives approval for 
this reduction, Defense Department 
olficials have indicated they will an- 
nounce a second round of cuts which 
would further reduce the Alabama 
National Guard by another. 3,000 
troops. 

Elba has been associated with the 
nauional guard since 1922. The 114th 
Ammunition Train was organized in 
Elba on September 16, 1922. The 
designation was changed to the 
106th Ammunition Train, Field Ar- 
lillery on January 16, 1924 and again 
in 1932, 

The unit became Battery “B” 2/ 
117 Field Artillery on April 1, 1975. 
Other units of the 117th are in Dale-

He said they stay there un- 
til late at night “making a lot of 
noise and disturbing the neighbor- 
hood.” The council felt that this 
could be stopped. 

The council meeting which was 
short consisted of councilmen at- 
tending to routine matters. They ap- 
proved minutes, paid bills and May- 
or Jim  Driskell made — several 
announcements to the council. 

Driskell informed the council that 
the city's auditors would be conduct- 
ing their “routine closeout audit of 
the city books.” 


Rhonda Davis, who was present 
at Monday's meeting, was recog- 
nized by the mayor as one individual 
interested in filling the vacant seat 
on the council. The mayor also men- 
tioned that Nancy Camley has ex- 
pressed an interest in the vacancy. 
Driskell advise councilmen that the 
two ladies would be observing the 
council in action and” talkifig with 
councilmen. 

Approximately 14 months remain 
in the term of the vacated council 
seat, Ladon Smith resigned several 
wecks ago after being appointed in 
June of 1990 to the council when 
Britt Lee resigned. Lee was elected 
to the office, but later resigned be- 
cause his job required him to move 
to Germany, 

The mayor announced that a pub- 
lic hearing will be held on Tuesday, 
September 3rd, prior to the council 
meeting. The rezoning of property 
for the elderly apartments will be 
the purpose of the hearing. Location 
of the property is next to the housing

Governor Hunt cast his veto on 
the late night budget passed by the 
Alabama legislature and has called a 
special session for early September 
to consider the matter again. 

Visiting in Elba last week was Al- 
abama Emergency Management 
Agency Director Phillip Hicks who 
called for the Legislature not to 
leave the state without a way to re- 
ceive federal government assistance 
in times of disaster. Hicks came to

Club members were told by Hub- 
bert that government cannot create 
wealth, It must use wealth created in 
the private sector of the free enter- 
prise system, 

“We don't do people a favor by 
giving them fish,” said Hubbert. 
“We do them a favor by teaching 
them how to fish. There's a great dif- 
ference there,” 

He contends that the governmen- 
tal social programs may need some 
looking into and some revisions 
made within them, 

Hubbert concluded his up-beat 
presentation by telling those present 
that the Democratic Party needs to 
get the children and young folks in- 
volved in the functions of the party. 

“This party of ours can go places, 
We've got the right stuff, we've got 
the right people and we've got the 
right attitude,” said Hubbert. 


SMALL CALIBER HANDGUN USED 
Attempted murder charges filed 
against Troy youth in Elba shooting

The shooting of an Elba man over 
the weekend resulted in the arrest of 
a Troy youth, He has been charged 
with allempted murder, 

According to Elba Police the inci- 
dent occurred last Friday night at ap- 
proximately 9:00 p.m, 

Sgt. D. A, Cobb, spokesman for 
the Elba Police Department, stated 
that the 17-year-old youth was ar- 
rested after he allegedly shot Steve 
Dewayne Magwood, age 21, during 
an altercation, 

The shooting took place outside 
the old Mulberry Heights School 
where a dance was being held. 

Magwood was shot once in the 
upper left chest area with a small 


caliber handgun. He was given emer- 
gency treatment at Elba General 
Hospital and later transferred to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan, On Sat- 
urday, surgery was performed on 
Magwood to remove the bullet. 

Elba police officers responded to 
scene immediately apprehending the 
youth charged in the shooting. He, 
along with five other youths, was at- 
tempting to leave the scene of the 
shooting, The arrest took place 
without incident, 

Elba Police are being assisted in 
their investigation of the shooting by 
the District Attorney's Office in 
Elba,

Dear Editor: 


Lam writing this letter because | 
have taken offense to some of the 
things being said and being printed 
conceming myself and my fellow 
Commissioners. Most of the accusa- 
tions are now coming from a recent- 
ly formed group commonly referred 
to as “The Dirt Road Committee.’ 
While I applaud their attempts at 
providing input to the Commission's 
decisions, | question their leadership 
and their leadership's motives. 

Ordinarily, committees are made 
up of select individuals from a larger 
group of people. The usual purpose 
of a committee is to research certain 
subjects, sort fact from fiction, and 
then report their findings back to the 
large group, usually in the form of a 
recommendation for action, 

Apparently the Dirt Road Com- 
mittee is not typical because the 
above has not- been done. Instead of 
sorting fact from fiction, the group's 
leader, George Curenton, continues 
to introduce more and more fiction. 
This mis-information is severely 
damaging the integrity of the entire 
Dirt Road Committee. While the 
Dirt Road Committee had real poten- 
tial in the beginning, their effective- 
ness has been destroyed under Cu- 
renton's leadership. Since Curenton 
would rather present fiction, please 
allow me this opportunity to present 
some facts. 

FACT: There are no funds ear- 
marked for use on dirt roads nor 
have there ever been. Instead, the 
only ear-marked money is for use on 
paved roads and bridges. And this 
car-marking is by State Statute set 
by the State Legislature to prevent 
county commissions from using 
money on dirt roads. Presently 45% 
of the Highway Department's reve- 
nue is car-marked for use on paved 
roads and bridges. The remaining 
funds ‘are used as routine mainte- 
nance, payroll, equipment repairs, 
etc’ 

FACT: Coffee County ranks sec- 
end in the state for receiving extra 
state funds*for road projects. Each 
year every county in the state re- 
ceives $100,000 Federal Aid Funds 

from the state which is ear-marked 
for resurfacing select paved roads. 
These select roads are decided by the 
Federal: Goverment. In addition, 
each county receives $90,000 each 
year ear-marked for bridge replace- 
ment, Within the last three years 
alone, Coffee County has received 
$1,702,086.99 extra, above the nor- 
mal allocations. This money was 
also ear-marked for resurfacing se- 
lect paved roads and replacing select 
bridges. 

FACT: In my ten years as Com- 

missioner in District 4, my constitu- 
ents have been well represented, My 
district has had 47.3 miles of resur- 
facing on county roads 18, 14, 75, 
86, 65, 55, and 43. There have been 
17.3 miles of dirt roads paved, these 
being county roads 119, 121, 18, 
106, 95, 32, 41, and 127. There has 
been 9.3 miles of dirt roads prepared 
to pave when funds become availa- 
ble. In addition, nine bridges have 
been replaced in my district during 
my tenure. I should also point out 
that Coffee County now leads the 
State in fewest percentage of defi- 
cient bridges. 
__The fact is, Mr. Curenton has 
failed to report the facts, The mis- 
leading fiction he has presented to 
his committee has done just that, 
lead them amiss, 

In its origination, counly govern- 
ments were set up as extentions of 
State government where commis- 
sioners were called "Road Commis- 
sioners," Their duty was to oversee 
county road operations in their re- 
spective districts. As time passed, 
the duties of the commissioner grew, 
Several years ago, the commission- 
er's title changed from "Road Com- 
missioner" to "County Commission- 

er." However, we are still considered 
an extenuon of state government, 
This change was made because over- 
seeing county road operations be- 
came just one long list of duties we 
are responsible for, Today, the many 
county departments have elected de- 
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partment heads, the commission is 
still responsible for their budgets and 
much of their operations, 

Mr. Curenton seems to contend 
that commissioners be judged only 
on whether or not his dirt road gets 
paved. Curenton doesn't seem to be 
concerned about building jails, 
health departments, human resource 
buildings, mental health buildings, 
district attorney's offices, sheriff's of- 
fice, etc. This commission has done 
well. Millions of dollars have been 
brought to Coffee County and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent in 
my district. 

Most of the citizens of Coffee 
County have become aware of the 
commissioner's increased responsi- 
bilities from the much debated and 
much publicized jail and tax issues, 
Because county government is an 
extention of state government, most 
of what county government does is 
controlled by the state. I, like most 
other commissioners, have often 
found myself facing demands from 
my constituents on one hand and the 
state on the other hand telling me 
what I can and cannot do. 

While certain individuals within 
the county, and even some outside 
the county, are quick to openly criti- 
cize and condemn the commission 
for our actions, few people, other 
than the commission ourselves, 
know the motivation of those indi- 
viduals. But, that is what you elect 
me for, to consider all information 
and options available, ignoring de- 
mands by special interest individu- 
als, and make decisions that I feel 
are best for the total population of 
Coffee County. And I have done just 
that. | am proud of the accomplish- 
ments in my district during my time 
in office. 

Again, the reason I am writing 
this is to set the record straight. And 
so that no one will think this is polit- 
ical speech, let it be known that I do 
not intend to seek a fourth term. | 
might even suggest that since 
George Curenton feels so unrepre- 
sented that he consider seeking the 
office of District Four Commission- 
er. It only costs $400.00 to qualify. 
Then maybe Mr. Curenton will find 
Out just how the silent majority of 
District Four feels about him.

The Elba Tigers hit the practice 
field last week in preparation for the

When the high school football 
season kicks off in two weeks, Elba's 
Coach Mack Wood will be begin- 
ning his 15th season at the Tiger 
helm and closing in on his 200th ca- 
reer win as a head football coach. 

Wood came to Elba during the 
spring of 1977 after successful stops 
it T.R. Miller, in Brewton, and 
Charles Henderson High School, in 
Troy, and began rebuilding an Elba 
program that had fallen onto hard 
times. 

Wood's first team at Elba posted a 
6-4 record, his second 8-2 and the 
third team posted a 9-2 slate, and the 
Tigers were on their way to football 
dominance in Alabama! 

During his 14 years at the helm at 
Elba, Coach Wood has compiled a 
combined record of 120-43, an aver- 
age of over 8 wins per season, and 
has led the Tigers to eight straight 
trips to the state playoffs. 

The Tigers finished as the state 
Tunner up in 1985 in Class 4A and 
again in 1986 in Class 3A, then in 
1989, finally claimed the elusive

You'll find the answers to these 
questions and many other interesting 
facts about history, sociology, world 
religions, geography, anthropology 
and other social sciences in classes 
offered at Enterprise State Junior 
College fall quarter. 

History of Western Civilization,

Tips on Cleaning Refrigerator

CLEANING THE REFRIGERA- 
TOR 


When you're housecleaning, do 
you Occasionally include your refrig- 
erator? Here are some tips for clean- 
ing the refrigerator 

The freezer should be at zero de- 
grees, If the freezer section is over- 
packed and frosted over, it can't 
work well, Ice crystals can invade 
food causing the loss of quality. 
Toss out old, frozen -over foods, 
Keep other packages only if they're 
not past the "use-by" date. Defrost 
the freezer if necessary and date the 
packages you save, Place them up 
front for early use 

Check the food on the refrigerator 
shelves where the temperature is no 
higher than 40 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Clean out this area before you put 
back any food, Baking soda in water 
will cut mold inside the box. Some 
bleach in water will take the mold 
off the rubber casings. Check the 
bleach bottle for directions. 

Cleaning the refrigerator prevents 
food waste and makes room for left- 
overs,

LUTION 

First it was the wedge of iceberg 
lettuce topped with a dressing. Next

thing but the kitchen sink. Now 
we're rethinking salads again--this 
time for maximum nutrition.

For ulti- 
mate crispness, chill dressed greens 
for five minutes in the freezer and 
then mound on chilled plates. If you 
ladle on dressing for flavor, your sal- 
ad's no longer low-cal. 


WHAT TO USE INSTEAD OF ° 
ANTISTATIC SPRAY 


Fabric softener. Static electricity 
builds up in fabrics when the fabrics 
get very dry, Fabric softeners, like 
antistatic sprays, contain a chemical 
called surfactants that trap moisture 
on the surface of the fabric and help 
repel static electricity, For washable 
fabrics, the softeners are a less ex- 
pensive alternative to the sprays. 

Sicam, To add moisture to clothes 
made of washable fabrics, hang the 
dry clothes in the bathroom with the 
shower running hot enough to fill the 
room with steam. This may keep the 
clothes static free for a few hours. 


Time To Dig 
Peanuts Is 
Big Question

DIGGING PEANUTS 


During the next month the num- 
ber one question in the Wiregrass 
will be when to dig peanuts. Of 
course, right now we have peanuts at 
various growth stages, but our pea- 
nuts are growing quickly. A few of 
our growers have started to dig their 
earliest peanuts. Digging at the best 
time is extremely important for 
achieving maximum yield and grade. 
The most accurate method that we 
now have to determine when to dig 
is the Hull Scrape Method. 

This summer we have at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton a hydro- 
blaster. This wet pod blaster pro- 
vides us a method of quickly remov- 
ing the thin outer layer of peanut 
hull so the Hull Scrape Profile Board 
can be used to show you how your 
peanut crop has set and is maturing. 
This method is accurate and very 
helpful in determining when to dig. 
This hydroblaster is a loan from Mr. 
Dallas Hartzog, our state peanut spe- 
cialist, and was provided by the 
makers of Bravo. I will be operating 
this machine at the Farm Center 
three mornings a week: Monday - 
10:00 to 12:00; Wednesday - 8:00 to 


12:00; and Friday - 8:00 to 12:00. 
The machine is set up for use from 
8:00 to 4:30 Monday through Friday 
in order to meet the demand. You 
may want to call ahead if you want 
my assistance other than the morn- 
ing hours listed. 

To collect the sample--A good 
sample, of course, must represent the 
field. You need three samples per 
field and you need to pull up five 
plants to get peanuts for that sample. 
While you are pulling your plants, 
make a mental note of the vine con- 
dition and check the pod stem 
strength. Take one plant and remove 
all the pods (everything that will stay 
in the hopper). Take a second plant 
and do the same. Once you have 
started picking the pods off of a 
plant, finish pulling the pods from 
that plant. Continue this process un- 
til you have around 200 pods. 

We will run the hydroblaster and 
help you with the color chart until 
you become familiar with it, This 
method requires "hands-on" experi- 
ence to accurately categorize the 
pods and read the chart, It will take 
about 15 minutes to run each sam- 
ple. There is no cost for this test, 


FIELD CROPS DAY 


A Crops Field Day will be held at 
the Auburn University Experiment 
Station in Headland August 27 from 
8:30 a. m. until 11:30 a, m, The 
crops discussed will be cotton and 
peanuts. We will be looking al insect 
and weed control in cotton and white

This is 
where four animals, either swine or 
beef cattle, are put in a class and 
then evaluatec within a 10-minute 
time limit by a team of four young 
people.

The meat 
evaluation team also must identify 
various Cuts of meat in a meat ID ex- 
imination.,

ood year this year.

Disposing Of Pesticide Containers Properly !s Important

DISPOSE OF PESTICIDE 
CONTAINERS PROPERLY 

Proper disposal of pesticide con- 
tainers is important. Emptied pesti- 
cide containers should be rinsed 
three times while still in the field 
and rinse water put in tank and 
sprayed on crop, Rinsing pesticide 
containers near a well can lead to 
groundwater contamination, Triple 
rinsing assures the applicator all 
chemicals are removed from the con- 
tainers, 

An empty pesticide container that 
is triple rinsed is considered solid 
waste and should be taken to an ap- 
proved landfill, The container should 
be punctured in the bottom and sides 
so water will not sit in the container, 
Coffee County farmers can take their 
empty pesticide containers, rinsed 
and punched with holes, to the land- 
fill at no cost Monday through Fri- 
day, 7:30 a, m, to 3:30 p, m, 


GRAY LEAF SPOT 


Gray leaf spot is caused by a fun- 
gus that occurs primarily on St. Au 
gustine grass but is also seen on cen- 
tipedegrass and bermudagrass. Dis- 
ease development is favored by fre 
quent showers, high temperatures, 
and excessive nitrogen fertilization, 
Gray leaf spot is usually most ou- 
blesome in June to August. 

Small, round gray-brown spots 
appear on the leaves and leaf 
sheaths. As these spots enlarge, their 


centers become light brown to gray 
while the margin turns purple to 
brown, At times, a yellow border or 
halo may be seen around the leaf 
spots, Although these spots may ap- 
pear anywhere on the leaf surface, 
they are usually concentrated along 
the lead midvein. Heavily spotted 
leaves turn yellow, wither, and die. 
St. Augustinegrass stands may be se- 
verely thinned by gray leaf spot. 
Damaged turf may appear scorched 
due to the numerous yellowed, dying 
leaves in the turf canopy. 

Severity of gray leaf spot often 
can be moderated by making light, 
frequent applications of a fast re- 
lease nitrogen fertilizer or using a 
slow release nitrogen source, In ad- 
dition, St. Augustinegrass should be 
watered at a time when the leaves 
will quickly dry.

Commission asked to take another look §

During Monday morning's Coffee 
County Commission meeting, repre- 
sentatives from area libraries plead 
with commissioners to reconsider 
cutting funding to Cross Trails Re- 
gional Library Service. 

In a response to a letter from 
Cross Tratis stating that the county 
would not be able to supply any 
funds to the library services, Francis 
Suickland, chairman of the board of 
Enterprise Libraries, who served as 
spokesperson for the group, ex- 
pressed distress over the cutting of 
funds, 

A request for $15,178.24 from 
Max Hand, director of Cross Trails 
Library Services, was made at the 
last commission meeting held on 
Monday, August 12th. He was told 
at that time that the county was 
“scrapped for funds," but that they, 
the commission, would look at the 
request. 

Mrs. Strickland was joined in 
making her plea before the commis- 
sion by representatives from the 
Elba Library and many "concerned 
friends" of both libraries. 

Last year the commission contrib- 
uted $5,700 to libraries within the 
county. According to Strickland, this 
breaks down to .14¢ per capita spent 
by on library services for county res- 
idents. 

It was pointed out. by Strickland 
that Coffee County, “shamefully so,” 
spends less on library services than 
any other county. in the state of Ala- 
bama. : 

Some neighboring counties spent 
more than twice as much as Coffee 
County. Mentioned were Covington 
which spent .36¢ per capita, Cren- 
shaw - .SIl¢ per capita, and Geneva 
County supported its libraries with 
.34¢ per capita. 

The group acknowledged the 
shortage of funds, but it was pointed 


out that during hard times people uti- 
lize library services more. They use 
periodical services in helping them 
to look for work and they obtain 
reading matter which they otherwise 
could not afford. 

Recreational, educational and cul- 
tural improvements are offered by 
the libraries to all age groups. A ser- 
vice is also provided to shut-ins who 
are unable to come to the libraries. 


One possible impact the lack of 


funding to the libraries may have on 
county residents is that they will be 
assessed a fee for using the libraries. 

Out-of-county —_— residents —_ are 
charged $5 for a library card enti- 
tling them to use the services provid- 
ed by the library. If the county does 
not assist in the funding of the public 
libraries, it is possible that this same 
charge will be assessed county resi- 
denis too, 

Charlotte Clark, a member of 
Elba's library board, stated that 
Cross Trails Library Services was 
very instrumental in Elba's library 
recovering from the March ’90 flood. 

All the commissioners expressed 
concern for the libraries and agreed 
that services provided by them were 
very important, but they told. the 
group the commission was facing a 
critical shortage of funds in several 
areas - not just the libraries. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
said, “If we can find the money, I'm 
for funding the library.” 

The commissioners agreed to take 
another look at the request for li- 
brary funding, 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
appeared before the commissioners 
seeking their approval of local legis- 
lation approving a special recording 
fee, 

The fee, $4 per document, will be 
collected by the Probate Judge's Of- 
fice on each real property instru- 
ment, each personal property instru- 
meént and on other instruments and 
documents in the Probate Office in 


the discretion of the Probate Judge. 

Income generated by the fee, esti- 
mated to be $30,000 per year, is to 
be used for an improved recording 
and indexing system, to purchase or 
improve other equipment and for the 
general operation of the Probate Of- 
fice, 

The commissioners signed a reso- 
lution approving passage of the leg- 
islative act implementing the record- 
ing fee, Collection of the fee will 
begin September 1, 1991, 

Commissioner Sid Everett ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the man- 
ner in which this matter was han- 
died. He stated that it was his 
understanding that local legislation 
was to come through the commis- 
sion prior to its introduction to the 
legislawre, According to him, this 
particular bill was not presented to 
the commission as a unit, 

Judge Brunson said that it was his 
understanding the commission sup- 
ported the bill. He apologized for 
any misunderstanding. 

Ronnie Burns, Coffee County 
Revenue Commissioner, presented 
his 1991 Mapping and Appraisal 
Budget for their approval. This bud- 
get has to be in Montgomery by Sep- 
tember Ist for the state's approval. 

The county's share of the 
$150,000 budget is an estimated 
$29,000. Commissioners approved 
the budget. 

The county engineer, Mark Pool, 
recommended a 20% increase in the 
dumping fee for garbage being de- 
posited in the county's landfill, This 
results in a $4.80 charge per cubic 
yard in lieu of $4.00 per cubic yard. 

According to Pool, this amounts 
to an estimated increase in garbage 
charge to Elba residents of .34¢ per 
month per customer, Kinston .27¢ 
and Enterprise .27¢. 

It was noted by some of the com- 
missioners that an increase substan- 
tially more. than those mentioned 


Troopers predict 17 traffic deaths 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 17 people 
will be killed in traffic accidents dur- 
ing the Labor Day holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Ned W. McHenry, 
Public Safety director. 

The 78-hour holiday period be- 
gins at 6 p.m. Friday, August 30, and 
ends at midnight Monday, Septem- 
ber 2nd. In 1990, 17 people died in 
traffic accidents during the 78-hour 
period, nine on rural roadways and 
eight in urban areas. Six of the fatal 
wreck victims died in alcohol-related 
accidents, and only three were using 
safety belts’ 

“During this holiday of high vehi- 
cle traffic, drivers are urged to use 
extra caution, to drive defensively 
and obey speed limit and all other 
traffic laws,” said McHenry. He also 
stressed the importance of using 
safety belts, child safety seats and re- 
fraining from drinking and driving. 

“Many lives could be saved and 
injuries prevented if motorists would 
use their safety belts,” said McHen- 
ry. Alabama's safety belt law, adopt- 
ed on July 17, requires front-seat oc- 
cupants of passenger cars to buckle 
up. 

Troopers will issue warning cila- 
tions for violation of the safety belt 
law during the Labor Day holiday 


weet 


weekend and during the 12-month 
warning period provided by the law. 
Officers must first stop and cite mo- 
torists for a separate offense before 
arresting them for violation of the 
safety belt law, 

McHenry reminded motorists that 
Alabama's child restraint law  re- 
quires that children age three and 
younger be secured in a safety scat, 
and that four- and five-year-olds use 
a safety seat or regular safety belt. 
The child restraint law applies to 
passengers in front and rear seats. 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit enforcement will allow 
additional troopers to patrol during 
the holiday weekend, Planned en- 
forcement activity includes aerial 
speed enforcement, driver license 


and vehicle equipment checks, and 
increased emphasis on apprehending 
DUI offenders, 

“Last year during the Labor Day 
period, about a third of the traffic fa- 
talities resulted from alcohol-related 
wrecks,” said McHenry. Troopers 
will make every effort to get drunk- 
en and other unsafe drivers off the 
roadways to help make the holiday 
weekend a safe one. 

Public Safety will participate with 
other state police agencies in Opera- 
tion C.A.R.E., Combined Accident 
Reduction Effort. Enforcement will 
be concentrated on designated 
C.A.R.E. highways--U. S. 231 and 
331 south of Montgomery and ail in- 
terstates, 


Judge denies Creel's 
motion for new trial

In a Wednesday, August 21, hear- 
ing, Circuit Judge Gary L. McAliley, 
denied Joseph Dwight Creel's, 26, 
motion for a new trial.

Last April, Creel was convicted 
on charges stemming from a two car 
crash in which two Elba residents 
lost their lives. The incident oc- 
curred on July 8, 1990 on Alabama 
Highway 189 south of Elba near the 
Basin Community, 

In Creel’'s motion, defense attor- 
ney Merrill Shirley claimed that 
members of the jury did not set aside 
their prejudice against alcohol con- 
sumption in reaching their verdict, 

"The jury was properly struck,” 
said McAliley. He sated that he also 
felt jury members were not prejudice 
in rendering their verdict in the Creel 
case, 

In the original indictment, Creel 
was charged with two counts of mur- 
der and one count of first-degree as- 
sault, He was found guilty on the 
lesser charges of homicide by vehi- 
cle in the deaths of Scotty A. Norris, 
19, and Dorothy Skinner, 56, both of 
Elba, 

He was found guilty of second- 
degree assault due to injures sus- 
tained by Myrtice Guy, 68, of Elba 
who was seriously injured in the car 
crash. 

Creel was originally sentenced to 
ten years in prison but it was later re- 
duced to a two-year term by Judge 
McAliley, 

Also, Creel was ordered to pay 
$133,000 to the Norris and Skinner 
families. The judge further ordered 
that upon his release, Creel was to 
pay 25 percent of his income to any 
unpaid restitution and do five years 
community service, 10 hours per 
week, for either a rescue squad or in 
an hospital emergency room.

No more fluoride in city water

At the August meeting of the 
Elba Water & Electric Board, a deci- 
sion was made to stop putting fluo- 
ride in the municipal water supply, 

This decision was made when 
plans were being finalized for a new 
water well to be drilled on a site near 
the new school park. Engineers not- 
ed that regulatory agency require- 
ments now mandate the construction 
of special housing for the equipment 
to measure and inject the fluoride 
into the water. Board members were 
told this will cost about $10,000. 

Board members and utility em- 
ployees questioned the need for this 
expense and ultimately voted to dis- 
continue the practice at the other 
three water wells also. 

Information given board members 
indicated no area communities were 
currently using fluorided water, 
However information received by 
this newspaper show the Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta listing a 
number of area communities fluorid- 
ing. 

In Alabama, there are 3,768,000 
people on public water systems, 
3,149,054 of these are on fluroidated 
systems, according to the Disease 
Control report. ‘

of the questions is answered, fol- 
lowed by an longer explanation of 
the facts. 

The pamphlet encourages the use 
of fluoride by all humans, but indi- 
cates the use is very critical for 
youngsters up to the age of 13. One 
study cited was in Antigo, Wiscon- 
sin which fluorided from 1949 until 
stopping in 1960. Five and one-half 
years later, second grade children 
had more than 200% ‘more tooth -de- 
cay. Antigo reinstated fluoride in 
1965.
